Beware of rip-offs by U.S. 
service stations, warns CAA 


The CAA Auto Club has 
issued a warning to motorists 
to beware of service station 
rip-offs if travelling south this 
winter. The area of particular 
concern is Interstate 75 and 95 
in the southeast United States. 

During the 1991-92 travel 
season at least four incidents 
were reported to the CAA in 
which attempts were made to 
bilk. motorists through trick- 
ery, fraud and intimidation. 

Over the years, the CAA has 
learned about numerous Cases 
of slashed fan belts and tires, 
oil squirted on fuel pumps and 
shock absorbers that are 
among some of the methods 
employed in this type of rack- 
et. The most recent trick 
appears to be squirting coolant 
on the radiator and suggesting 
rad replacement or problems 
with the fan clutch. 

In order to protect yourself 
against service station rip-offs, 
the CAA says the first step is to 
have your car thoroughly 
checked over by your own 
mechanic before starting out 
on a trip. When you stop to 
purchase gas, get out of the car

For those who file their tax 
on a ‘cash basis” the law does 
not require maintaining a 
complete inventory.

For some, the inventory may 
not change much from the 
beginning to the year end but, 
’ for others, there will be signif- 
icant changes. For instance, a 
cash crop operator who 
decides to store part of his corn

Farm update... 


_ Harvest season one of most 
difficult in recent memory 


By D. F. Young 


The 1992 harvest season will 
o down as one of the most 
ifficult in recent memory as 
farmers struggle to complete 
the soybean afid corn-harvest. 
Harvest woes are the direct 
result of a season character- 
ized by high moisture and 
lower than normal heat units 
resulting in. immature corn 
and soybeans. To add to the 
harvesting problems, some 
rowers are reporting ‘‘moul- 
y,corn’” whic could affect 
quality and saleabil... “f the 


ore : } 
oulds generally develop 
under conditions of high mois- 
ture, high humidity, and warm 
growing conditions. The 
moulds of most concern ingtls 
to the ‘‘fusarium’’ family an 

one generally seen as pink or 
whitish ear moulds on the corn 


cob. 

The moulds themselves are 
not toxic but can produce 
mycotoxins which adversely 
affect the performance of 
livestock, particularly swine. 
The two mycotoxins most often 
cited are ‘“vomitoxin’’ and 
“zearalenone.’’ Other toxic 
types may also be present.

moulds are spread by spores 
which are produced from 
infected residue of the previ- 
ous crop of corn, wheat and, in 
some cases, grassy weeds 

The airborne spores attack 
the corn silks when weather 
conditions are right--generally 
following moist, wet conditions 
a week or two after silking. 
Once infected the mould will 


- grow on the ear regardless of 


weather conditions and temp- 
erature above five degrees C. 
If feeding swine, in particular, 
it is a good idea to scout the 
field beforehand to determine 
if there is any hot spots where 
mould is present. 

Agriculture Canada recom- 
miends that feeds’ for swine, 
calves and lactating cows not 
contain over one part per 
million of vomitoxip. Breeding 
swine, in particular, are 
susceptible to mycotoxins. 
Vomitoxin will cause feed 
refusal, reduced intake, and 
vomiting at high concentra- 
tions. Zearalenone acts like a 
reproductive hormone and can 
affect sows, gilts and boars 
and may result in infertility. 

If a grower suspects that 
feed contains mycotoxins it 
should not be fed to the breed-

Right-to-Life group speaks out against 


Minister of Health Frances Lankin 


To the Editor, 

In. vain I searched in your 
paper for a word, however 
small, in response to the Minis- 
ter of Health Frances Lankin’s 
task force recommendations 
of Dec. 18, 1992. 

Are you not aware that these 
exist? Is this not news that 
needs reporting? What of the 
impact this will have on 
present and potential 
taxpayers? 

When the report on these 
recommendations are 
received by all District Health 
Councils by the end of Janu- 
ary, ‘93 the Health Minister 
“will see these implemented as 
soon as possible,’’ without 
discussion or vote. 

“The report will be used,” 
she said, ‘‘as the basis for the 
government's strategy on 
improving access to abortion 
services across the province,” 
including training family phys- 
icians to perform abortions 
and to mandate certain hospi- 
tals to provide abortions. 

At present most physicians 
are not only reluctant or 
unwilling to perform abortions 
but most are reluctant to even 
be trained. This is due to the 
effectiveness of pro-life 
picketing. 

The report says these tactics 
(picketing) are one of the main 
factors responsible for the 
shortage of abortion service 
aie Therefore, the task 
orce asks for laws, as opposed 
to court orders, to end pro-life 
picketing. It recommends 
“specific legislative options to 
prohibit harassment at repro- 
ductive health care centres.”’ 

Restricting free speech 
through legislation would 
mean that democracy in 
Ontario is dead, when the 
majority of Ontarians who 
oppose this abortion on demand 
mentality are no longer allow- 
ed to use their democratic 
right to freedom of speech and 


assembly in our province! 


And since when is the killing 
of human off-spring ‘“‘repro- 
ductive health care?”’ 

Last year there were 41,500 
abortions recorded in the 
province, nearly one-half of the 
national total. Still the task 
force wants greater access by 
availability in every area of 


Ontario. 

The minimum model would 
be ‘one community clinic” 
and ‘one hospital based 
women’s centre’? in each 
major region.

A large-scale Statistics 
Canada study found that 41 
per cent of Canadians aged- 
45 to 64 had not actively 
prepare for retirement.

Many areas were covered 


_ including income, housing, 


~ health and life satisfaction. 
The information on retire- 
ment preparation has 
certainly raised some flags 
with federal planners. 

Officials from the federal 
Minister of State for seniors 
expressed their surprise to 
see so many people arriving 
at retirement without 
preparation. Data showed 
the government must find a 
way to better target the 
message that financial 
preparations for retirement 
must begin as early as 
possible. 

An official says it's too 

soon to reveal detailed 
lans on how the Aging and 
safe ori he data will 
translate into new policies. 
However, she says the goal 
is to give seniors the means 
to live high-quality, inde- 
pendent lives. 

The Aging and Indepen- 
dence survey did find that 
20 per cent of the 45 to 64 age 
group had spent at least six 
years actively preparing 
for retirement. The key 
type of preparation was 
financial; contributing to 
RRSPs, building up savings 
and avoiding debts. Other 
Canadians prepared for the 
lifestyle change by develop- 
ing new hobbies and leisure 
activities. 

The survey also found 
many retired Canadians 
are satisfied with their 
economic situation, 
whether they actively 
planned for retirement or 
not. Some of those satisfied 
respondents have healthy 
company pensions, so long- 
term Po wasn't as 
crucial. 

However, the study 
confirms that many older 
Canadians, particularly 
women, are struggling on 
low incomes. The survey 
found senior women were 
more likely to be living 
alone and forced to rely 
solely on the public pension 
system. 


In the 65 to 69 age group, 
32 per cent of the men relied 
_ona private pension as their 
main income source. Only 
nine per cent of the women 
received such a pension. 
Forty-eight of the women.in 
that age group were living 
on less than $10,000 Fs 

Liberal MP David Walker 
ar the survey shows that 
telling Canadians they 
should make arrangements 
for their retired life is not 
the entire solution. Walker 
says the recession: has 
made it very difficult. 

‘‘Although there are 
several tax breaks for 
pore to save heavily on 

RSPs, there are few Cana- 
dians at this particular 
_ in time who can fill up 
heir limit.” Walker says

it’s little condos middle- 
aged Canadians may be 
short-sighted about retire- 
ment. “The idea of saving 
for 15 years ahead is‘too far 
down the line because 
you're very insecure right 
now.” 

The fact that many Cana- 
dians are not or cannot 
make long-term financial 
ylans for retirement, may 
indicate a need for the 
government to augment the 
Canada Pension Plan. He 
says contributions may 
have to be increased even 
more than scheduled. “On 
the see ape that peop le 
are not able to look after 
themselves privately, we 
may in fact need a more 


widely funded CPP 
program.” 

A Canadian Seniors 
Network spokesperson, 


Jean Woodsworth, says that 
seniors’ priorities are their 
health and their desire to 
live independently in their 
own homes. “They can't 
have health, they can't have 
independent living, they 
can't have anything unless 
they have adequate 
income,”’ she said. 
Woodsworth says the new 
survey confirms that the 
government should 
increase its support for the 
poorest seniors, the women.

Prepare your vehicle 


Having a dependable vehicle 
is one less thing to worry about 
on winter roads. It pays to 
have your car tuned up and 
““winterized.’’ For example: 

* Change to a lightweight, 
multi-grade oil as heavy oil 
thickens in cold weather, 
making it harder for the engine 
to turn over. 

* Could weather is hard on 
batteries so if your battery is a 
few years old, check to make 
sure the connections are not 
corroded. 

* Safety, mileage and tread 
wear are all affected by impro- 
per tire pressure. Check tire 


pressure often as for every 5 


degrees C the temperature 
drops, your tire pressure 
decreases by one pound 

* Have the brakes checked to 
make sure you have equalized 
braking on all wheels This 
eliminates pulling to one side, 
especially when stopping on a 
slippery surface. 


Take time to warm up your

vehicle in cold aveather. Clear 
off the ice and snow and 
defrost all windows. Remove 
any. loose snow from the hood 
and roof to prevent snow blow 
ing up on the windshield and 
piling up on the rear window as 
you pick up speed. It's also a 
courtesy to those driving 
behind you 

Listening to the radio to find 
out about road conditions and 
any accidents will help you 
“warm up’ mentally for the 
drive ahead 


Skid control 


For better traction, start out 
slowly and maintain an even 
speed; jerky stops and starts 
can cause skidding. Slamming 
on ,the breakes is a norma 
reaction in a skid situation but 
it’s the worst bet to do! 
Knowing how to handle a skid 
before it happens will help you 
get out of it safely. As a 
general rule of thumb: . 

* turn your steering wheel 
slightly so your car's wheels 
point in the direction you want 
to gO; 

* take your foot off the gas 
slowly ; 

* de-clutch with a standard 
transmission or shift inte neut- 
ral with an automatic car; 

* apply the brakes gradually 
and gently by squeezing the

OFSC official says most 


of snowmobile 


fatilities 


caused by poor judgement 


The Ontario Federation of 
Snowmobile Clubs reports that 
10 fatalities involving snowmo- 
biles occurred across the 
province up to Jan. 10th. 

Some combination of alco- 
hol. speed, thin ice, darkness 
and lack of helmets were 
contributing factors. With one 
exception, all victims were 
male and between the ages of 
16 and 35. Another common 
denominator is that the trage- 
dies happened on lakes and 
roads, not on OFSC snowmo- 
bile trails. 

“We are saddened that 10 

le are dead,” pointed out 
OFSC marketing director John 
Blaicher, “but how can we be 
responsible for individuals who 
ignore all the rules of safe 
snowmobiling and who ride in 
dangerous areas outside of our 
jurisdictions? What would 
appen if you didn't buckle up 
and drove your car fast at 
night across unknown terrain? 
Snowmobiling cannot be 
blamed for these deaths.” 
The OFSC message is clear: 
the safe and responsible way to 
snowmobile is to be properly 


equipres and to ride sober at 
moderate speed on OFSC 
trails.. Any other behaviour, 
especially riding unfamiliar 


_ terrain at night, significantly 


increases the risk: of cata- 
strophic injury or death, and is 
rot condoned by the OFSC or 
Ontario's thousands of respon: 
sible snowmobilers. 


“The OFSC provides 35,00 
kms of groomed, marked trail 
for the safety and enjoyment o 
our 175,000 family, members,’ 
notes OFSC president Dor 
Lumley, ‘but there are always 
individuals, many of whom are 
not OFSC members, who treal 
their snowmobile as a tos 
instead of a powerful machine 
deserving of respect. Many de 
not.realize that the same law: 
governing the driving of a ca) 
apply to snowmobiles, too.”

More Abled Than Disabled 4g 


by Barbara Bruce-Pealow 


The Meaning of 
Employment Equity 


wrote in her report 
Employment equity is a pro- 
active strategy to ensure that 
peop of every background, 
eritage and race have equal 
opportunity to participate in 
the working life of Ontario. 
One of the people who have 
helped to change attitudes and 
practices in the workplace is 
George Livingston. His story 
illustrates the barriers he had 
to overcome in his own person- 
al life and the effort he has 
made to eliminate the barriers 
for others 
George Livingston remem- 
bers one of his teachers trying 
to get him to walk in class 
“She kept saying, ‘Come on, 
you can do it.” but T fell down 
too many times to make it 


worthwhile.” Like a lot of the 


help he received after he had 
polio in the early 1950’s, it was 
well intentioned but not very 
effective 

Although he feels he was 
lucky to be sent to Variety 
Village as a teenager, it meant 
that instead of getting a high 
education, he was 
trained in electrical welding - a 


field where he couldn't get 
work. 

In those days, he recalls, “If 
they saw you coming, there- 
were no jobs.”’ Nevertheless, 
he persisted, taking any work 
he could get. 

Then, tired of the Torontg rat- 


- race. he and his wife decided to 


move back to his hometown of 
Britt on Georgian Bay. It 
would be 10 years before he 
found another job. In: the 
meantime, he studied account- 
ing at Cambrian College in 
Sudbury, then moved to North 
Bay to take a job with Supply 
and Services Canada. When 
the Ministry of Correctional 
Services announced it was 
moving its head office to North 
Bay, he applied for and got the 
job. 


Although he walks with a lift 
in his shoe and leg braces and 
uses crutches, he now also has 
a scooter to conserve energy. 
Like many people who had 
polio as children, Livingston, 
now 48, is experiencing ‘‘post 
polio” syndrome, a recurrence 
of the original pain and 
fatigue.

O’Neil urges NDP to cancel 
WCB plan affecting students 


Up to 70,000 Ontario college 
and university students would 
be unable to complete their 
training programs if the Work- 
ers’ Compensation Board goes 
ahead with a controversial 
proposal to make employers 
pay an estimated $8 million per 
year in coverage 

In making the claim, Liberal 
MPP for Quinte. Hugh O'Neil, 
said: ‘Many employer groups. 
especially those in the health 
care sector, have told us they 
will not accept students in 
training programs because 
they won't be able to afford it 
The WCB should immediately 
cancel this ill-conceived 
proposal.” 

For example, it was reported 
recently in the Trentonian that 
the Trenton Memorial Hospital 
may be forced to discontinue 
its college student training 
program due to dramatic 
increases in fees proposed by 
the Workers’ Compensation 
Board. 

The new plan, which would 
take effect July 1, 1993, 
requires employers to pay 
WCB coverage for students in 
unpaid training placements 
and volunteers who are learn- 
ing “‘marketable”’ skills. 


O'Neil said the WCB is unab- 
le to provide estimates of how 
many students and volunteers 


will be affected and it acknow- 
ledges ‘that it has hot deter- 
mined the cost of the proposal 
to employers. 


“The NDP is demonstrating 
sheer incompetence by allow- 
ing this proposal to proceed 
when the WCB does not know 
who will be affected and how 
much it will cost,’ stated 
O'Neil. The Association of 
Colleges of Applied Arts and 
Technology of Ontario and the 
Council of Ontario Universities 
have estimated that the prop- 
osal would cost employers up 
to $8 million per year -and 
affect up to 70,000 student 
replacements, many in the 
health-care sector such as 
student nurses, physiotherap- 
ists and clinical technicians. 

“This proposal is being 
spauatelaree at a time when the 
NDP has reneged on its 
commitment to increase base 
funding for hospitals by two 
per cent for the 1993-94 fiscal 
year,’ said O'Neil. : 

O'Neil said that during diffi- 
cult economic times students 
and many volunteers rely on 
training and volunteer place- 
ments to complete their educa- 
tion, upgrade their skills and 
get a job.

To. drive a snowmobile in 
Ontario, one must have either 
a driver's license or a snowmo- 
bile operator's permit and be 
age 12 or older.
